sAmsterdam, November 3.—(By A. P.) 
On the occasion of the constitutional 
amendment coming into force, says an 
official telegram from Berlin, Emperor 
William addressed to Prince Maximilian 
of Baden, the German imperial chan- 
cellor, a decree indorsing the decisions 
of the reichstag and avowing his firm 
determination to co-operate in their full 
development. The emperor’s decree 
reads: 

“Your Grand Ducal Highness: I re- 
turn. herewith for immediate publica- 
tion the bill to amend the imperial 
. constitution and the law of March 17, 
1879, relative to the representation of 
the imperial chancellor, which has 
been laid before me for signature. 

Momentous for Future. 

“On the occasion of this step which 
is so momentous for the future history 
of the German people, I have a desire 
to give expression to my feelings. Pre- 
pared for by a series of government 
acts a new order comes into force 
which transfers the fundamental rights 
of the kaiser’s person to the people. 

“Thus comes to a close a period which 
will stand in honor before the eyes 
of future generations. Despite all 
struggles between invested authority 
and aspiring forces it has rendered pos- 
sible to our people that tremendous 
development which imperishably  re- 
vealed itself in the wonderful achieve- 
ments of this war. 

“In the terrible storms of the four 
years of war, however, old forms have 
been broken up, not to leave their ruins 
behind, but to make a place for a new 
vital forin. 

“After the achievements of those 
times the German people can claim that 
no right which may guarantee a free 
and happy future shall be withheld 
from them. 

Proposals of Allies Adopted. 

“The proposals of the allied govern- 
ments which are How adopted and ex- 
tended owe their origin to this con- 
viction. I, h ever, with my exalted 
allies, indorse those decisions of parlia- 
ment in firm determination, so far as 
I am concerned, to co-operate in their 
full development, convinced that I am 
thereby promoting the weal of the Ger- 
man people. 

“The kaiser’s office is one of service 
to the people. May, then, the new 
order release all the good powers which 
our people need in order to support the 
trials which are hanging over the em- 
pire, and with a firm step within a 
bright future from the gloom of the 
present.

Paris, Novmber 3.—The Serbian army 
has reoccupied Bélgrade, the Serbian 
capital, the war office announces in its 
statement on operations in the eastern 
theater.

“After the capture of Belgrade, the 
Germans and Austrians, beaten, retired 
to the north bank of the Danube. The 
second Serbian army has reached the 
Bosnian frontier.

Berne, November 3.—Count Karolyi, 
after obtaining a reicuse from his oath 
of fealty to the emperor, proclaimed a 
republic in Hungary, according to a 
dispatch to the Bund from Vienna, 
quoting the Viennese newspaper Die 
Zeit. 

Hungary Expects Occupation. 

Basel, Switzerland, November 3.—(By 
A. P.)—During a meeting of the execu- 
tive committee of the Hungarian na- 
tional council at*Budapest yesterday, 
Count Karolyi announced that King 
Charles has freed the government from 
its oath of fidelity. 

The minister or war announced that 
an order would be given to all soldiers 
on the Hungarian front, including of- 
ficers, to lay down their arms, and to 
enter into negotiations with the enemy. 
If the cnemy wish to occupy Hungary, 
the announcement added, a demand 
should be made that French or English 
troops be sent by preference. 

Juzo-Slavs Seized Austrian Fleet. 

Puris, November 3.—(British Wire- 
less Service.)—it was nét ..ustria who 
abandoned her fleet to the Jugo-Slavs, 
but the Jugo-Slavs, rising in revolt, 
who took possession of the Austro-Hun- 
g<arion warships, according to the au- 
thortative statement here. As soon as 
this was done the Jugo-siay leaders 
sent the following wireless message 
to President Wilson: 

“We have seized the whole Austro-

WAR EXPENDITURES 
OF UNITED STATES 
RUN TO $20,561 ,000,000 


Washington, November 3.—War ex- 
penditures are not as great as. the 
treasury estimated five months ago 
when it set the mark this fiscal year 
at about $24,000,000,000. Expenses for 
October, reported today, amounted to 
$1,664,862,000, including $489,100,000 in 
loans to the allies. The total was a 
little more than expenditures last July, 
and about $250,000,000 less than the es- 
timates for October. 

Owing to unusual receipts of $3,583.,- 
400,000 in October from popular bor- 
rowings, the working balance in the 
treasury’s general fund now stands at 
$1,845,739,000, a new high record. From 
fourth Liberty Loan payments alone 
2,295,000,000 poured into the govern- 
ment’s coffers last month. 

The total war cost to date is now 
calculated at $20,561,000,000, of which 
$7,017,000,000 has been loaned to the 
allies. Only a little more than one- 
fourth of the expense has been raised 
from taxation and slightly less than 
three-fourths from Liberty Loans and 
War Savings.

Washington, November 8.—Armistice 
terms which the Austrians have ac- 
cepted are expected here to furnish a 
clear index to those which the supreme 
war council at Versailles is preparing 
for Germany.

“I’m Dying, It Had to Be,” 
Were Tisza’s Last Words. 
Former Premier Was Kill- 
ed in the Presence of His 
Wife. 


Amsterdam, November 3.—The Berlin 
Vossische Zeitung contains a dramatic 
description of the assassination of 
Count Stephen Tisza, former premier 
of Hungary, last week. 

At 6 o’clock in the evening three sol- 
diers invaded Count Tisza’s residence 
and presented themselves in the draw- 
ing room, Count Tisza, with his wife 
and the Countess Almassy, advanced 
to meet the intruders, asking what 
they wanted. 

“What have you in your hand?” a 
soldier demanded of Tisza. 

Tisza replied that he held a re- 
volver. The soldier told him to put it 
away, but Tisza replied: “I shall not, 
because you have not laid aside your 
rifles.” 

The soldiers then requested the wom- 
en to leave the room, but they declined 
to do so. A solder then addressed 
Tisza as follows: 

“You are responsible for the destruc- 
tion of millions of people, because you 
caused the war.” 

Then, raising their rifles, the soldiers 
shouted: “The hour of reckoning has 
come.” 

The soldiers fired three shots and 
Tisza fell. His last words were: “I 
am dying. It had to be.” 

The soldiers quitted the house, ac- 
companied by gendarmes, who pre- 
viously were employed to guard the 
door.

The Argonne massif, which has 
proved a great obstacle to the advance 
of the French and Americans, at last 
has been cleared of the enemy, and 
the entire line appears to be crum- 
bling. American airmen report that 
the enemy in front of the Americans 
are retreating northward, that the 
roads are densely packed with troops, 
artillery and transport. 

Likewise southeast of Valenciennes 
the Germans are retreating before the 
British, who are in close pursuit and 
taking numerous prisoners. North of 
the Aisne in Champagne the French 
continue their pressure and have taken 
several important villages, large num- 
bers of prisoners and great quantities 
of war stores. 

The advance of the Americans and 
the French on the southern part of the 
battle front taken in conjunction with 
the operations of Field Marshal Haig 
and the Belgians in the north, threat- 
ens to prove the culminating blow to 
Germany’s attempts to hold ground in 
France or in Belgium. Indeed, it is 
not improbable if the advance from 
the south continues as rapid as it is, 
the greater portion of the Germas 
army will be trapped besore the men 
can reach their border.

GERMAN FORCES 
IN FULL RETREAT 
BEFORE AMERICANS 


With the American Forces on the 
Verdun Front, November 3.—(By A. P.) 
Only disorganized resistance was of- 
fered by the Germans today to the 
French and American troops from 
points east of the River Meuse to that 
part of the line extending to Rethel. 

The Americans carried the apex of 
their advance to the little lake in Belval 
woods to the north of Barricourt. 

Stenay, an important railway center 
less than four miles from the Ameri- 
can front, has already been so harassed 
that it has been rendered almost use- 
less to the enmy. 

The Germans continue to retreat all 
along the front.

Reading. 


French Headquarters in Franee, No- 
vember 3.—(C(By A, .P. ) — Germany's 
armies are unbeaten, according to a 
German divisional staff officer recently 
taken prisoner on the French front, and 
Germany’s request for an armistice was 
the result of the influence which pes-’‘ 
simists have gained in the government 
and over the emperor. This officer, an 
intelligent representative of his class, 
said: 

“The Germans’ request foranarmistice 
is proof to me that the grand head- 
quarters has been submerged by the 
crisis in the interior of Germany. The 
influence of the general sataff over the 
emperor has been exaggerated. 

Defeatists Surround Kaiser, 

“The emperor is surrounded by people 
who feel and talk defeat of the species 
of Scheidemann (the German socialist 
leader). They are continually setting 
before the emperor the unfavorabie 
situation of Germany from their point 
of view and painting in somber colors 
the frightful responsibility he has in- 
curred, as well as the possible conse- 
quences to his person in case of defeat 
which appears to them to be imminent. 

“There are days when no officer of 
the general staff can gain access to 
the emperor. These are days of acute 
pessimism, passed by the monarch al- 
most entirely in prayer and Bible read- 
ing. 

“The German people want peace at 
once and at all cost. They have had 
enough of war. 

“Another cause of anxiety is the 
separatist movement which has become 
very serious lately. The talk through 
all south Germany now is, ‘Let us 
separate from Prussia!’ 

“Bavaria is the worst. There every- 
one, even the soldiers, may insult Prus- 
sia without provoking a word of de- 
fense in our behalf. The Bavarian 
employs the same tone and we are 
beginning to think that this is desired 
by the Bavarian army, which will 
make no further effort. Their attitude 
is an enigma. 

Sees Ruin for Germany. 

“There appears to be no military 
necessity for the conclusion of peace 
now, in spite of the constant retire- 
ment of our forces since the middle of 
July, and this is the opinion of the 
majority of my comrades on the dif- 
ferent staffs: 

“We thought generally that our re- 
treat upon the Siegfried positions would 
continue till winter, in the meantime 
weakening the enemy by our stubborn 
resistance. We would have utilized the 
winter to reorganizing and regrouping 
our forces, while our diplomats would 
have entered into negotiations that 
would surely have terminated in a fa- 
vorable peace for us. 

“The abandunment of the Alsace-Lor- 
raine territory, the evacuation of Rus- 
sian territory and the creation of a Pol-* 
ish kingdom are equivalent to the ruin 
of Germany, taking from us the raw 
materials of Alsace-Lorraine, which are 
indispensable to our industries and the 
markets that we aimed to create in the 
east. 

“In consequence there will be a stop- 
page of a great part of our industries 
for several years, an impoverishment of 
the working class, interior troubles, 
separations and a complete upheaval. 

“Then our enemies will have what 
they have desired—the complete anni- 
hilation of Germany. That would be a 
peace du>* to Scheidemann. 

“We thought our present retreat 
would end upon a position chosen by 
us; that the war would finally termi- 
nate by the success of our arms at 
some part of the front, with the 
aid of our new tanks, and would 
bring about a conciliatory peace favor- 
able to us.”

From European Cables of 
the Day.)—Austria-Hungary is out of 
the war. 

Deserted by her last ally, Germany 
fights alone a battle which means ulti- 
mate defeat or abject surrender. 

After days of pleading an armistice 
has been’ granted Austria-Hungary, 
whose badly-defeated armies in the 
Italian theater are staggering home- 
ward under the violence of the blows 
of the entente troops. 

Trent, in Austrian Tyrol, whieh the 
Italians always have claimed as their 
own, has been captured by them; Triest, 
Austria’s principal seaport on the 
Adriatic, over which there has been 
such bitter fighting, now flies the Ital- 
ian flag, and Belgrade, capital of Ser- 
bia, has been reoccupied by the Ser- 
bians. 


FIGHTING CEASES 
THIS AFTERNOON. 


Although the Austro-Hungarians 
have been given an armistice they are 
still being bitterly attacked by the Ital- 
ians, British, French, American and 
Czecho-Slovak troops in the mountains 
and on the plains and will continue un- 
der chastisement until Monday after- 
noon at 3 o’clock when a cessation of 
hostilities will take place. 

Entire regiments are surrendering 
to the Italians in the mourtains and 
large numbers of the enemy are being 
made prisoner on the plains. Heavy 
casualties are being inflicted on the re- 
tiring troops. Many additional towns 
have been reclaimed. 

In their swift drive against the Aus- 
tro-Hungarians the allied forces have 
up to the present taken more than 100,- 
000 prisoners and have captured more 
than 2,200 guns. So rapid has been the 
advance over the plains that Italian 
cavalry already has crossed the Taglia- 
mento river and entered Udine.

Paris, November 3.—(By A. P.)—Offi- 
cial announcement was made here this 
evening that an armistice had been 
signed with Austria.

Bibb county operates her 
schools under a special Act of the leg- 
islature, granted prior to our Consti- 
tution, and her schools draw their 
money from appropriations made by 
the County Commissioners from the 
general tax levy. If DeKalb’s school 
tax rate is included in the county tax, 
as ig Bibb county, then DeKalb would 
ha a county rate of 1.60.

new encouragement and a new lease of} 
life into the Germans and Austrians.” ; 

Members of the mission who arrived 
with Mr. Gompers were William Bowen, | 
Edgar Wallace, Peter Josephine and | 
Secretary Oyster. Jo'- P. Frey and 
Cc, L. Baine remained in Paris to at- 
tend a conference on October 26, of the | 
committee of the labor movements of 
the allied countries. Mr. Gompers left} 
before the conference because of the 
death of his daughter in Washington.

AND 6,217 CANNON 
TAKEN IN FRANCE 


Paris® November 3.—(Havas.)—Since 
the great offensive began on the west- 
ern front on Juiy 15 last the allied 
armies have captured 362,355 prisoners, 
including 7,990 officers, as well as 6,217 
cannon, 38,622 machine guns and 3,907 
mine throwers. 

The allies during the month of Oc- 
tober captured 108,343 prisoners, includ- 
ing 2,472 officers, as well as 2,064 can- 
non, 13,639 machine guns and 1,193 mine 
throwers. 


WILLACOOCHEE BOY 
KILLED IN ACTION 


Willacoochee, Ga., October 3.—(Spe- 
cial.)—J. M. Roberts, prominent mer- 
chant and cotton buyer of this place, is 
just in receipt of a telegram from Brig- 
adier General Long, being his first no- 
tice of the death of his only son, Claude 
A. Roberts, who was killed in action 
on the 3d day of October last. 

Young Roberts, barely 21 years of 
age, volunteered for service in the Ma- 
rine corps on the 26th of April last and; 
left for overseas duty soon thereafter. | 

At the time of his death he was serv- 
ing in the Sixth regiment, United States 
| Marine corps, somewhere in France, and 
had been over the top a number of 
times, as indicated in his last letter 
to his father, dated September 24, and 
was in action at the time he received 
the mortal wound. 

The news of his heroic death was a 
shock to his many friends here, where 
he was born and where he resided at 
the time of his enlistment. He was a 
voung man of unusual courage, splen- 
did character and full of patriotic zeal 
and love for country, which prompted 
him to enter the service as a volunteer.

From the very first Wallace devel- 
oped a wonderful throwing arm, and 
he was fortunate enough to realize 
that his strength as a player lav 
largely in his wing, and he nursed it 
like a baby, with the result that it 
was still good long after the soup 
bones of his contemporaries had sent 
them back to the minors. Wallace 

anaged the Browns in 1911 and a part 
of 1912, but the team was hopeless. 

Wallace ended a career of twenty 
vears on the diamond, and made his 
first appearance as an umpire in the 
summer of 1915.

Croquet, which went 
out with us along with hoopskirts and 
clinging-vine femininity, is popular 
with French soldiers, and in one of 
their camps here Siamese troops have 
learned to play it.

GERMANS SQUEEZE 
FROM VALENCIENNES 


With the Allied Armies in France 
and Belgium, November 2.—(Saturday.) 
(By A. P.)—Valenciennes Was captured 
by the British this morning, releasing 
thousands of residents who had been 
in bondage for four years. 

The final link in the encircling chain 
of troops thrown around the city was 
_forged at 7:50 o’clock, whengconverg- 
ing infantry met east of the invested 
place and began a further advance on 
enemy territory. Marly was occupied 
at an early hour and patrols were 
‘pushing up the road leading to St. 
Saulve. 

Virtually all the German troops had 
been withdrawn from the bottled-up 
metropolis of Valenciennes during the 
night, but machine gunners, who had 
been left behind to give battle until 
they were killed, were still sniping 
from houses, and street fighting follow- 
ed the entry of the British forces. 

German troops today were throwing 

explosives and gas into the defenseless 
city which the British have so careful- 
‘ly avoided bombarding because of the 
danger to civilians. 
i Despite this danger the streets were 
(filled with people cheering with hys- 
terical joy at their release and ac- 
claiming their deliverance. 

Further to the north, in the Aude- 
'narde sector, the French, British and 
|! Americans had met with equal success 
in their drive toward the Scheldt river. 

Americans From Pacific Coast. 
| Along the whole front below Eecke, 
which is situated on the Scheldt about 
‘eight miles south of Ghent, the Ger- 
mans have been forced back across the 
river. 

Last night Americans from the Pa- 
i cific coast, who playeda brilliant part 
jin the advance, captured the western 

outskirts of the city of Audenarde, 
| which straddles the  Scheldt. This 
American unit yesterday added an ad- 
| commen of about five and one-half miles 
oh what they had achieved the day be- 
yre ’ 

When the Americans after their bril- 

came up against Audenarde 
they found that the Germans had 
blown up all the bridges except one 
across a small branch of the Scheldt. 
which encircles the western side of the 
city. 

This remaining bridge was mined and 
due to go up at any minute. A French- 
man who lived nearby had carefully ob- 
served the laying of the explosives and 
knew where the Germans had concealed 
the electric wires leading to it. 

As the Frenchman saw the Americans 
approaching he took his life in his 
hands, raced to the bridge and cut the 
| wires. He then waved the Americans 
to advance, and they surged across the 
bridge with a mighty cheer. 

The total number of prisoners taken 
'by the Americans up to this morning 
in the Audenarde sector was 1,500. 

Fine Piece of Generalship. 

The capture of Valenciennes was a 
fine piece of generalship. In their drive 
of yesterday the Canadians pushed 
across the Rhonelle and established 
their lines east and west below the city, 
then turning sharply southward. Above 
the city’s northern limits the whole 
‘country had been flooded so there was 
no possibility of attacking across it. 

Thus the Germans were cut off by 
water to the north and by the British 
to the west and South. The eastern 
exit from the city was the only one 
left open. One other possible means 
of escape was bv smashing off the 
point of the Canadian salient to the 
south of the citv. 

Then the Germans rushed out, by the 
eastern gates of the city, all possible 
material, leaving snipers and machine 
gunners who had been giving their lives 
to protect the rear of the mgin Ger- 
man line. German transports raced to 
the northeast along the highway lead- 
ing to Mons. Meanwhile, British guns 
were working destruction in the re- 
tiring ra ks of the foe. 

German Losses Tremendous, 

This r rning the British to the right 
of the Canadians captured Prezeau. 
South of Valenciennes, where 
Canadians have been operating, the 
German losses were tremendous. More 
German dead are strewn on the battle- 
field than the Canadians had ever seen 

before in a similar area.
